I^ater I read and stuated the various 
plans and arguments advance*! and formed 
my own conchLsions, with the result Uiat 
I om now entirely opposed to the scheme 
of Federation as a solution of the question 
of a(;realer N. A. t). The Federation plan 
of organization is, at beat, loose and un- 
certain. It ha.s been tried among nations, 
with unsatisfactory results. The ancient 
Oreek states tried it and failetl. Our Thir- 
teen Colonies tried it, only to abandon it for 
our present Constitution. The German 
Confederation is a more modern instance. 
It was onlv when the Oermanic States 
were unified after the I'ranco- Prussian war 
that (iermuny became a really great and 
hotnogeneou.s nation. 

1 understand thol the report of the 
Committee, as adopted, provides that tlie 
plan of Kecleration shall go into effect as 
s<jon as nine associations have accepted it. 
Seeinj^ that there are about twenty-five 
or thirty associations eligible, to allow 
only nine to determine the question, is 
a subversion of the idea of major- 
ity rule among a free peo])le. 

The question has also been raised whe- 
there the l"e<leration plan is not, in effect, 
iu the nature of an amendment to the 
Constitution of the N. A. D. and as such 
should have l>eeu published at least thirty 
ilays before the meeting at Colorado 
Springs, mid on the final vote .should liave 
had a majority of two-thirds. But this is 
a constitutional question, and I will leave 
it to legal luminaries to decide. 

All in all, however, I takethestund that 
the (juestion of Federation was not han- 
dled as it should have been, and I hope that 
iu one way or another it will fail to go into 
effect at this lime, and that when it is 
brought up again opportunity will be 
given to the deaf of the country to express 
themselves freely and fully on the subject.

The two men 
are free indeed, and the two women 
aiH» free also, save as our memories 
hei^ on earth shackle us to an inex- 
orable past.

Our bro- 
ther should be forcibly committed 
to some Almahonae, like the one 
heie in Hiirtford, run on kindly, 
humane lines, and where we deaf 
would be glad to visit him, and he 
should l)e compelleil to stay there, 
not only for his own good but for 
the good of stxsiety. As it is, he 
lives a wretche«l, Inim-tramp life. 

Doing, of Rockville, a <leaf- 
mut*, being unable to gel work he 
could do, was by l.is own request 
sent to the Almshouse of that city 
last December, and stayed there 



till spring, when be had a job of a 
farm ofTeied him, where he now 
works and apparently is doint; well. 
Miachael Dinuo, of New Haven, 
a former iMystic School student 
who speaks very well, and is ex- 
ceptionally clever at lip-reading was 
in the police court last winter on 
the chaige of bnglary and assault, 
and was sentencod to the county 
jail for not less than two or more 
than five years. 

We have a great love of New 
Haven, as we have some jfoo*! deaf 
friends there, and have a beloved 
aunt and cousins living near, and 
there also is great Yale, but we 
must confess to a somewhat dreary 
record so far as the deaf are con- 
cerned. For during the past 
winter two have been in the county 
jail, and three have been in the 
Almshouse, three of these have 
occupied unsavoiy space iu the 
daily papers as serious offenders 
against society. Our Silent Miasion 
services there have been scantily 
attended, the blame of which we 
will take on ourselves as being 
lacking somewhere, and in some 
needed quality. Our New Haven 
deaf friends, since the death, some 
years ago, of Mr. L. Q. Leek, a 
man of high character and intel- 
ligence, seem to have been lacking 
in wise leadership — in men of 
stability, truthfulness and charac- 
ter. It is not the man who tries 
to lead and then tuins and curses 
because the deaf don't follow, but 
rather the man who by the solid 
weight of his own character, ex- 
pre-ssed In good habits and true 
home life, and kindly neighbor 
associations with his fellow deaf, — 
it is such a man who unconsciouslv 
becomes a sort of standard and 
leader, yet never thinking of hiia- 
self in that way at all. There are 
such deaf men in Hartford, in 
Wateibury, in Bridg.»port., and it 
makes a world of diflference in the 
tone of the deaf as a community, 
when such men are not iu 
evidence. However if there is any 
spot on earth we are especially 
interested in, and concerned about, 
it is old New Haven. We hope 
for better things for all the deaf, 
moie charity among ourselves and 
less of this abominable fal.se gossip, 
more mindfulness of onr duties to 
God and the need of sober living 
and of honest speech. 

We deaf are often sadly inac 
curate in our statements. Perhaps 
this is part of the bunlen of deaf- 
ness, and due to a certain lack of 
accuracy in sign interpretation. 
Hut we deaf need to practice truth- 
fulness, accuracy of stateuieiii, 
truthfulness to facta. But some 
deaf-mutes are so given to reoklew 
statements, fal.se assertions, and 
viciously perverted criticism of tlieii 
fellow, that no one can believe them 
even when thty are stating a fact 
truthfully. They degnerate Into 

hopeless liars, and no str?' 

they ever make can be . 
upon. Such a man or wouiuu, 
whether deaf or not, Is thoroughly 
contemptible. We hnmbly repeat 
the Psalmist prayer: "Take not 
the word of truth utterly out of our 
mouths." 
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Two boys in a rural district were 
one day disctussing what it signified 
when the cuckoo is heard for the 
first time in the year.

A teacher of the deaf was 
talking to me about this very thiug 
recently and she said that moving 
pictures are especially popular with 
deaf people on this account, as they 
get enjoyment from such an enter- 
tainment. As a rule the photo- 
graphed speakers face the audience, 
and if a person is proficient in lip 
reading hardly a word will be lost. 
It seems positively uncanny to think 
that what's a j>antomineto us mean.s 
so much more to one who under- 
stands lip reading." — A^. K '■''■■" 

ThS above is arrant nonsense. 
If the deaf can read the lips of 
photographed plays, they can read 
the lips of the living characters as 
they strut upon the stage. In fact 
it should be easier to read the per- 
former's lips than the moving- pic- 
ture representation of them. The 
best that tbe most expert lip-readers 
can do catch an occasional 

sentence, itnu they are helped in 
this by the natural gestures of the 
actors. In the theatre they get the 
play without the words and music, 
jnat as they get the dramatic re- 
prodnctions in moving picture 
shows. There is no more lip-read- 
ing done at one than at the other. 



News comes from far-off Los An- 
geles, Cal., of the passing away of 
Henry Dennie Reaves, on Tuesday, 
the 25th day of April, [911, 
\ Henry Dennie Reaves was well 
known by the New York deal of a 
over quarter of a century ago, when 
be was one of the highly valued 
corp* of teachers at Fanwood, and 
was mott popular in tbe social circle« 
io the dty of New York. 

He became deaf from Typhus 
Fever in July, 1849, «°d was admit- 
ted as a pupil of the New York Insti- 
tution for the Instruction of the 
Deaf and Dumb on the 7th of 
September, 1853, coming from Mon- 
treal, Province of Quebec, Canada. 
The Inatitution was at that time lo- 
cated at 50th Street near Fifth Ave- 
nue. He continued and finished hia 
term at Fanwood, to which site the 
school was removed in 1856, grad- 
uating from the High Class in 1866, 
and winning the gold medal that was 
in his day tbe highest award for 
scholarship and character. 

in Sept«nbeT of the same year he 
became a teacher, and contiuned in 
that position for eighteen years, 
being remarkably successful as an 
edocator of tbe deaf. He voluntari- 
ly retired in June, i»8.; 
nuyred to I.x>s Angeles, wnere oe 
purehaaed a farm and resided to the 
day of his death. 

A few years ago, be suflFered a 
paralytic stroke, from which he 
never fully recoTcrcd, being 



helpless until called to his eternal 
reward. 

He leaves a wife and two daugh- 
ters, Miss Bessie F. Reaves and 
Elizabeth F. Pergrin. 

Henry Dennie Reaves was favored 
by nature in form and feature and 
high intelligence. He was a won- 
derful master of the art of gesture, 
being a sign-maker of poetic grace 
and power. As a companion, he 
was refined and genial, and in his 
home relations most happy and for- 
tunately placed. He did consider- 
able work for the religious and 
educational welfare of the deaf of 
Los Angeles, until the calamity of 
paralysis forced him to retirement 
and rest. The Journal editor ex- 
tends sympathy to the bereaved 
family, and sorrows at the passing 
of an old-time friend.

Yesterday (April 30th) 
annual Confirmation time at 
Souls' Church for the Deaf, and the 
Church was filled with deaf and 
their friends. Eleven candidates 
were to have been present, but 
three were pieven!e<l from puttiuu: 
iu their appearance, and all three 
live out of the city. The Phila 
delphia Record gave such an ac- 
curate account of the service that 
we present it entire below to show 
how the service impresseil the re- 
porter. 

Impiessive and touching were the 
services yesteitlay afternoon at All 
Souls', the pretty little Episcopal 
oharch for the deaf, on Franklin 
Street al>ove Green, when Bishop 
Thomas, of Wyoming, preached and 
confirmed a class of deaf mutes 
presented liy the rector of the 
church. Rev. C. O. Dantzer. 
The latter conducted the prelimi- 
nary services and Dr. A. L. E. 
Cronter, Superintendent of the In- 
stitution for the Deaf at Mr. Airy, 
intespreted the Bishop's sermon. 
No mote striking deiuonstraticm of 
the wondeiful advances made in 
recent years could have been had 
than the ease with which the Bi- 
shop's address, though his delivery 
is rapid, was instantly transmitted 
in the sign language to the con- 
gregation of the deaf, which filled 
the churcli 

The vested choir of young women 
deaf-mutes standing in a row in the 
chancel facing the congregation, 
with utmost grace and in perfect 
unison of movement, might be said 
to have almost literally sune in 
sign notes .some of Ihe favorite old 
hymns of the church. The psalms 
and ivsponses of the church service 
were j^lso given by theip. and the 
rector with marvellous rythm of 
movement. 

Bishop Thomas told his deaf 
auditois how bis own father had 
been a teacher of the deaf, and a 
founder of a school for them in the 
West. He regretted now more than 
ever that he had not learned the 
language himself as he recently had 
(onnd out that one who knew the 
sign language of the deaf well 
could talk to almost any of the 
Indian tribes with intelligence. 
" Had I done so," said he, " I 
would have made a better Bishop 
of Wyoming." 

Mary Magtlalen was the theme of 
the Bishop's address and he told 
how the Saviour had appeared to 
her after His crucifixion because He 
thought she needed Him most. 
Mary, however, had to learn the les- 
son of renunciation, for though she 
sought to touch her liord He for 
Itade her and went to His Father. 
She was then u> learn thatshe could 
only approach God as God. So 
must we all approach Him if our 
Chrisfianity means anything, in a 
spirit of renunciation. 

He begged that those who were to 
be (>onfirmed would realize that 
religion that costs most is the re- 
ligion that is worth while. Gowluess 
is not alone avoiding the things that 
art> bad. Real goodness accom- 
plishes something for the good of 
others.

Tbe liwt meetiug of the Fauwood 
Literary AMOciation for tbe month 
of April occurred last Satnrday even- 
ioK with Dr. Fox on the bill with a 
lecture on " The Preeent Conditiong 
io Mexico." Before lauiicbing ioto 
biN sabjeet, tbe Doctor stated he 
bad eboeen that topic in order to 
aovwer at one time all tbe queries, 
paat, present and future, concerning 
Mexico and tbe troublee there, 
wbieb eo many of tbe pupils bad for 
long ooneidered bim erudite and all- 
informed. He eipreaeed tbe hope 
tbat bis lecture would embrace tbe 
answers to every query the pupils 
were, and would be, able to pro- 
dace. 

Beginning with statistics concern- 
ing tbe length and breadth of 
Mexico in square mileage, tbe Doc- 
tor plunged into bis discourse. He 
gave tbe reasons for the celebration 
held last year in Mexico, in honor 
of the one hundredth anniversary of 
her independence, when all wa« 
festivity and rejoicing, giving a 
brief history of tbe race in question 
at the same time ; and then con- 
trasted it with the prMent state of 
civil war. 

He then spoke of how the people 
of tbat country, largely ignorant, 
have long been held down in their 
squalor and wretchedness by the 
influential Creoles, who as pro- 
sperous owners of vast baciendos, 
found tbe installation of ideas re- 
lating to personal llbeity and 
equality in the minds of the laboreiH 
and otheri", most detrimental to the 
even tenor of their existence. 

Those ideas, with slight mo<ii- 
fications, which President Diaz 
endeavored to instill for tbe better- 
ment of bis people, orlKinated in 
directly through the President's ob- 
servation of the manners and laws 
governing tbe United States; and, 
were, in a way, directly responsible 
for the present state of civil war 
which holds sway over oor neigh- 
bour on tbe Southwest. 

A condensed, but W)ncise, descrip- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine follow- 
ed, and the reason for our int< 
ference was given. Tbe inte^e^ 
of Americans In tbe silver mines anil 
various industries (also explained 
In detail), besides tbe neccessary 
protection of the Americans tbem- 
selves, was given as first reason, the 
duty of preser '•al peace,

It is proposed to create a nieiiioiial 
to thfOiite K(<v. 'riioiiiiis Uullaudet, 
I). I)., by the erection of a Paristj 
liuiNHng for St. Ann's Church for 
l)«af-Mutes. The present Church 
is situnted on 148th Street, just west 
of AuistiM-dani Avenue, and is built 
some tw«)nty-llve feet back from the 
line of the itreet to permit the erec- 
tion of such a bnihliiiK as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice un<l be a center 
of religious and sm'ial life amongst 
the silent peoples.
